Japan-China official ties begin today 


SHANGHAI (AP) - Japan 


and China established diplomat- 
ic relations today and then 
Japanese Prime Minister 
Kakuei Tanakj and Chinese 
Premier Chou En-lai flew to a 
staged but tumultuous recep- 
tion in this port city which 35 
years ago felt the Japanese 
military boot. 


The two leaders climaxed a 


summit conference in Peking 
this morning with a joint state- 
ment announcing that diplomat- 
ic ties begin today, that Japan 
recognises the People's Repub- 
lic as the "sole legal govern- 
ment of China" and that nego- 
tiations will begin to conclude a 
treaty of peace and friendship 
replacing the one Japan signed 
in 1952 with Chiang Kai-ahek's 
Republic of China on Taiwan. 


Within hours after the state- 


ment was signed with Chinese 
writing brushes and toasted in 
champagne in Peking's Great 
Hall of the People, Tanaka's 
treatment, which had been 
warm but not effusive, un- 
derwent an extraordinary 
change. Several thousand gaily 
dressed dance, song and music 
groups from communes, un- 
iversities, government offices 


and youth organizations de- 
luged Peking airport with noise 
and color in a sendoff strikingly 
different from the coolly cor- 
rect reception Tanaka received 
on arrival Monday. 


Tanaka made the two-hour 


flight to Shanghai with Chou in 
a special Dyushin 18 and re- 


ceived a welcome here perhaps 
more exuberant than the Pe- 
king farewell. 


Three thousand boys and 


girls beating cymbals, waving 
dowers and doing spirited 
dances greeted the two leaders. 
The throbbing beat on an 
enormous drum dominated the 


din. 


Chang Chun-chiao, chairman 


of Shanghai's Revolutionary 
Committee and a Cultural Rev- 
olution associate of Mao Tse- 
tung's wife, led the official 
greeters.

Political overtones are 
evident in Laird's trip 


WASHINGTON (AP) - At 


taxpayers' expense, Secretary 
of Defense MeMn R. Laird 
traveled through the Midwest 
this week, defending adminis- 
tration programs and attacking 
Democratic presidential candi- 
date George McGovem at vir- 
tually every stop. 


Despite his comments, Laird 


and Pentagon aides insisted the 
trip—and several others like it 
over the past weeks—was non- 
political. 


That means the taxpayers, 


not the Committee for the Re- 
election of the President, 
picked up the expenses for his 
four-engine Air Force jet. 


Traditionally, secretaries of 


Defense have remained aloof 
from partisan politicking dur- 
ing presidential campaigns but 
Laird, on every one of these 
trips, has criticized the Demo- 
cratic nominee. 


This week, his plane put 


down at Wichita Falls, Tex., 
home of Sheppard Air Force 
Base; and Fort Worth, Tex., 
Oklahoma City, and Wichita, 
Kan., all sites of big defense 
plants employing thousands. 


"Today we are second to 


none and we know the Ameri- 
can people will reject the coun- 
sel of indecisive people who 
would settle for second-best," 


he declared Thursday in Wich- 
ita.

freed by North Vietnam spent 
their first day home in military 
hospitals in three parts of the 
country today, stfll beset by po- 
litical controversy over their 
return.

Charles, 


dressed in fmlily tailored serv- 
ice uniforms and wearing their 
combat decorations, arrived at 
Kennedy International Airport 
in New York Thursday night. 
They were greeted by family, 
friends and a delegation of 
ranking military men. 


The trio separated from their 


escort of antiwar activists and, 
after a highly charged ex- 
change between Gartley's 
mother and a Defense Depart- 
ment officer, headed for mili- 
tary hospitals in New York, 
Alabama and California. Mrs. 
Gartley, whoae son was a pris- 
oner for four years, objected to 
the immediate assignment, say- 
ing she wanted him to spend a 
few days with his family. 


The three POWS had rejected 


offers to turn themselves over 
to U.S. government officials at 
various points along their jour- 
ney, which included stops in 
Peking, Moscow and Copenha- 
gen. One of the three, Maj. Ed- 
ward Ellas, said aboard the 
plane that he felt they had ful- 
filled the conditions of release _ 
set by Hanoi by remaining with 
their 
accompanying 
peace 


group. 


Ellas, 34, an Air Force officer 


held prisoner for five months, 
joined his family and flew to 
Maxwell Air Force Base in 
Montgomery, Ala., aboard a 
military C9 medical-evacuation 
plane, the Defense Department 
said.

Overhauling of world 
monetary system OKd 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


International Monetary Fund 
has officially launched the long 
process of overhauling the 
world money system, setting an 
en&of-the-year deadline for 
what may be the system's first 
broad outline. 


The newly formed Committee 


of 20,« panel of finance minis- 
ters and central bankers broad- 
ly representing all W nation* 
of the fund, held it* inaugural 
meeting Thursday to begin the 
critical negotiations on mone- 
tary reform. 


The committee expressed 


"determination to nuke rapid 
progress toward agreement on 


reform of the international 
monetary system." 


The 20 members also directed 


a similar group of deputy fi- 
nance officials to produce a 
"program of work" that will be 
considered by the end of the 
year. No date was set for the 
next session. 


After days of behind-the- 


scenes maneuvering, the com- 
mittee voted 12 to I to name 
Jeremy Morse, executive direc- 
tor of the Bank of England, as 
ffaaimy 
of the deputies- 


Morse defeated Rinaldo Osjola, 
deputy general of the Bank of 
Italy, who was supported by 
the United States. 


It is at the level of deputy 


chairmanship that the real 
spadework of developing a new 
monetary system will be car- 
ried on. 


Despite the split, a West Ger- 


man official said the dis- 
agreement "was not very im- 
portant" and did not threaten 
efforts to bring about monetary 
reform. 


The Committee of 20 will be 


working to build a more flex- 
ible system, ending the dollar's 
once-special status as the chief 
reserve currency and allowing 
the values of monies to move 
up and down more freely from 
their fixed rates.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 


Nixon 
administration 
says 


serious crime during the first 
half of the year increased 1 per 
cent over the same period in 
1971. The increase was the 
smallest since the FBI began 
issuing quarterly reports 12 
years ago. 


By comparison, said Atty. 


Gen. Richard G. Kleindienst, 
serious crime increased 7 per 
cent during the first 180 days of 
1971; violent crime was up 11 
per cent and property crime up 
6 per cent. 


He said the increase in both 


violent and property crimes 
during the first six months of 
1972 was 1 per cent. 


But Sen. George McGovem, 


the Democratic candidate for 
president, said the figures do 
not present a true picture of 
crime in America. 


McGovem issued a statement 


in which he said a commission 
created when Lyndon B. John- 
son was president found that 
only one of every three crimes 
committed is reported. 


"There is so much crime in 


our country that the police can 
only deal with the most serious 
cases," said McGovem. "If 
your car is broken into by a 
heroin addict, there is no hope 
of getting your possessions 
back and there is no sense re- 
porting the crime to the police. 
You simply have to accept 
being a victim of crime." 


He said: "The American 


people do not want to hear that 
the problem has almost stopped 
getting worse. They want to see 
some progress. They want to 
hear what President Nixon is 
doing to make things get bet- 
ter. And the fact is that be is 
doing almost nothing." 


The crime statistics released 


by the Justice Department 
were compiled by the FBI in its 
Uniform Crime Report through 
information received voluntar- 
ily from 5,606 local, county and 
state law-enforcementagendes. 


In the report, murder, for- 


cible rape, robbery and aggra- 
vated assault make iaj> the vio- 
lent-crime category and bur- 
glary, larceny over ISO and 
auto theft comprise the proper- 
ty category.

FBI report on crime rate enters campaign

The FBI's new report on the 


nation's crime rate has been in- 
jected into the 1972 presidential 
campaign. 


After the report was issued 


Thursday, Democratic presi- 
dential 
nominee 
George 


McGovern asserted: "Under 
the Nixon administration, the 
basic problems behind high 
crime rates have not been 
solved. They have worsened,1' 


While President Nixon did not 


respond to McGovern's com- 
ments, two administration offi- 
cials did. Presidential assistant 
John D. Ehrlichman contended 
that McGovern was "dramati- 
cally haywire" in his crime fig- 
ures. 


The report, the FBI's Un- 


iform Crime Report, said 
serious crime! in the country 
was up 1 per cent for the first 
six months of this year com- 
pared to the same period in 
1971. 


But McGovern said: "This 


does not come close to telling 
the whole story. For every 
crime that is reported, there 
are two that are not reported, 
according to President John- 
son's Crime Commission." 


The South Dakota senator, 


who cut short his campaign 
plans to relax today at his 
farmhouse at St. Michaels, 
Md., said crime has increased 
33 per cent and drug addiction 
has doubled in the last three 
years. 


Atty. Gen. Richard 
G. 


Kleindienst, in a speech to the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce, attacked critics of the 
crime-reporting system.

Flying back to Washington 


from Los Angeles with Nixon, 
Ehrlichman

McGovern's report that serious 
crimes increased 33 per cent 
over the last three years.

Meanwhile, the Democratic 


vice-presidential nominee, Sar- 
gent Shriver, told a union group 
in Detroit that it is in labor's 
best interest to elect the 
McGovern-Shriver ticket in No- 
vember. 


Shriver spoke to a national 


meeting of presidents of United 
Auto Workers locals. "Every- 
thing that's been for the benefit 
of the American man and wo- 
man who works for a living has 
been sponsored, fought for, 
passed and signed by Demo- 
crats in the House and Senate 
or in the White House," Shriver 
said. 


The UAW has endorsed the 


Democratic ticket. 


On another political front, 


Eleanor McGovern presided at 
the opening of a "Friends of 
Eleanor" fund drive in Wash- 


ington. She predicted her hus- 
band's planned "fireside chats" 
on national television will pro- 
pel him into the White Houae. 


Mrs. McGovern also criti- 


cized the Nixon campaign: "I 
think the President should be 
forced to defend the last four 
years, to justify his actions. I 
think the burden of proof is on 
him ... but he sits in the White 
House and says nothing."

Dear Dr. Lamb — I had a 


bad case of shingles about 
three months ago. The rash 
disappeared but 1 still have 
a lot of pain in the 
arm. 


shoulder and back. Could 
you put something in your 
column explaining just what 
causes shingles and why the 
pain lasts so long after the 
rash is gone? 


Dear Reader — I would 


never have guessed that so 
many people nad shingles 
until I started writing this 
column. Numerous people 
have written to me asking 
about this problem. 


Shingles, which we tech- 


nically call herpes zoster, is 
a very . painful skin rash 
caused by a virus infection 
of a nerve root. The virus 
is the same one that causes 
chicken pox. Tne skin rash 
usually breaks out along the 
distribution of the nerve. 
Since one of the nerves be- 
tween the ribs is commonly 
involved, it is not unusual 
for the rash to go along the 
curvature of the rib. It can 
however, involve a nerve 
with the distribution along 
the side of the leg or even 
over the face. 


Unfortunately, the treat- 


ment of this problem is un- 
satisfactory. I note that Dr. 
Richard L. Dobson, profes- 
sor of dermatology at the 
University of Oregon Medi- 
cal School has recently writ- 
ten that the treatment of the 
uncomplicated case is entire- 
ly symptomatic. This means 
that doctors give various 


medicines that havei th* gen- 
eral effect of relieving• 
In some instances ft 
enough, and in other 
es, strong medicine is 
ed. 
. 
Dr. Dobson does «« 


recommend salves attd HJ 
tions, and finds that they ar? 
irritating. In his opinion a 
dry dressing changed daily 
is the best local medicine. If 
the rash involves the facw, 
sometimes the hormdBie 
cortisone or related medic* 
tions are given. If another in- 
fection involves the «reaot 
the rash then the bacteW 
that's causing this superim- 
posed infection has to Be 
identified and the 
Pf«P»» 
treatment given, usually by 
pills or shots. 


The rash usually lasts on- 


ly two or three weeks, Dili 
about 10 per cent of thejje«- 
pie who have this problem 
will have residual neuralgia, 
this means that the nervfe 
that was involved in the first 
place continues to cause 
severe pain. This is very dif- 
ficult to treat. Dr. Dobson 
recommends spraying tjje 
painful area with one of tne 
refrigerant sprays such as 
ethyl chloride. This some- 
times relieves the pain at 
least temporarily and inja 
few instances produces per- 
manent relief. If the pata 
persists for e. long period of 
time the patient is often sent 
to a neurosurpeon and if we 
nerve involved is superficial 
or not essential to vital body 
function, sometimes surgical 
relief of the pain is attempt- 
ed.

Not only would present industries be 


handicapped by higher freight charges, industries 
considering Arkansas as an area to relocate 
would quickly forget it. And we woiud lose our 
present industrial development momentum. 


There are no reasons, actually, why an 


Arkansan should vote against Act 1. And the 
railroad unions, through a series of contracts 
with management, have assured every 
railroad operating employee in Arkansas job ana 
earnings protection. Anyone who believes trains 
can't be run safely without six-man crews should 
check with the other 49 states where trains do 
run safely with less than six men.
